B. Accomplishments : 

All reporting of press and other media activity is at the lowest 
level Since the beginning of the propaganda campaign. Some increase 
is expected, however : t as recently arrived assets begin filing local 
materials. On the other hand, Santiago Station continues to forward 
significant reports on the plans of the PCCh and the UP. 

C. Situation : 

•Allende is actively seeking to allay the fears of the Brazilian 
and Chilean military, and most major dailies in Santiago continue 
to publicize the texts of the agreements reached by the PDC and UP 
constitutional reform negotiating teams. Meanwhile, the leftist 
press has shifted gears and blames rightist organizations for the 
continuing wave of bombings with a notable reduction in attribution 
of these activities to the Agency. News of PN, PDC activities is 
scarce, while rumors and reports of coup planning continues, with 
dates for rumored attempts passing without incident. 
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
